The page normally addressed to the Chairmen 
of Association Committees has been given 
over to the listing of the churches which 
received the Achievement Recognition for 
work done during the past year. More than 
500 churches will have received the new 
Achievement Plaque. This represents more 
churches than received the Achievement re- 
cognition pennant during the entire eleven 
years in which the older Achievement Plan 
was used. This is a tribute to our area di- 
rectors of Christian education and the 
chairmen of association committees. 


The task ahead will be harder. One of the 
objectives of the YBA was to introduce the 
new Standard of Achievement and to encourage 
more American Baptist churches to use it as 
an administrative standard for the Sunday 
church school. The YBA gave us a handle to 
help us accomplish this. Without this han- 
dle our task will now-be harder. Our con- 
tinuing success depends now almost entirely 
upon the efforts of association chairmen. 
The promotion of the Standard of Achievement 
should be a major endeavor of the associa- 
tion committees every year. 


The 1957 Clusters have been planned and the 
materials needed have been shipped to city 
and state.directors of Christian education. 
It is anticipated that every association 
committee will conduct a Cluster Conference 
within its association sometime before sum- 
mer. The area directors will distribute 
materials for conducting the Clusters at the 
District Training Conferences. These mate- 
rials will be of two kinds. Some will be in- 
tended only for the chairmen of the associa- 
tion committees to use as resources. Others 
go to the board members in the local church. 


The same personnel . should be invited to the 
Spring Cluster as attended the Cluster last 
fall--the members of the board of Christian 
education in the churches. It is suggested 
that one hour and forty minutes be given to 
simultaneous conferences on Church School 
Administration, Children's Work, Youth Work, 
Adult Work, Missionary and Stewardship Edu- 
cation, and Leadership Education. These 
conferences will be conducted by the members 
of the association committees. The new "This 
We Can Do" books for 1957-58 will be dis- 
tributed at. the Districts. These should go 
to the members of the boards of Christian 
education in all churches even though its 
members may not attend your Clusters.

VETERAN STATE DIRECTOR RESIGNS 


Dr. Ben G, Field, the dean of the area directors of Christian educa- 
tion, has resigned as Director for the Northern California Baptist 
Convention, to take effect on March 1, 1957. More than twenty years 
ago, Dr. Field began his work as an area director for the Iowa and 
Nebraska conventions. He served for a short period as director for 
the Colorado convention, and has been the director in Northern Cali- 
fornia since 1945. 


After beginning his work in California, Dr. Field became convinced 
that an effective area program of Christian education needed the sup- 
port of strong state and association committees. Under his leader- 
ship Northern California has been eminently successful in developing 
and training strong association committees. The members of these 
committees have gathered annually for a three-day planning and train- 
ing conference. Dr. Field has also developed a five-day "Survey and 
Workshop" program that has benefitted many churches, and which is be- 
ing adapted for use by other directors across the country. 


NEW APPOINTMENTS 


Miss Virginia M. Tuer ins will become the new Director of Christian 

ucation for the two Baptist city societies of Metropolitan New York 
on June 15, 1957. Miss Huggins left the position of public school 
teacher in Terre Haute, Indiana, to join the Winning the Children for 
Christ staff in June, 1952. After serving in the eastern states in 
this capacity for three years, Miss Huggins resigned to pursue grad- 
uate studies at Union Theological Seminary and Columbia, University. 
In her new capacity of director for New York City, Miss Huggins will 
occupy the position left vacant by Rev. R. LaRue Cober who resigned 
recently to become Executive Secretary for the Metropolitan New York 
city societies. 


Rev. Loyal H. Wiemer has been serving as Camping Director for the De- 
troit Baptist City Society. Mr. Wiemer is a graduate of Wheaton 
College and Eastern Baptist Theological Seminary. He has served as 


pastor of churches in Odessa, Oswego, and Falconer, all in New York © 


state. He has served also as the camp manager of Camp Vick, a camp 
sponsored by the New York Baptist Convention. 


Rev. Glemn A. P. Peterson started his work as Director of Christian 
Education and Evangelism for the South Dakota convention on January 
first. Mr. Peterson is a graduate of Aurora College and the Northern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. He has also done graduate work at the 
University of Nebraska. He has served as pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Lamoille, Illinois, the First Baptist Church of Atlantic, 
Iowe, and the Sheridan Boulevard Church of Lincoln, Nebraska. He has 
also been a U. S. Chaplain, and the Director of Christian Education 
and Assistant Pastor of the First Baptist Church, Evansville, Ind. 


Rev. Walter B. Pulliam began to serve as Director of Christian Educa- 
tion for the Tri-State area of Montana, Utah, and Idaho on January 
first. Mr. Pulliam is a graduate of Oklahoma Baptist University and 
Berkeley Baptist Divinity School. He has served as assistant pastor 
in the Walker Avenue Baptist Church of Oklahoma City, and as Director 
of Christian Education and Music of the First Baptist Church, Alameda, 
California. He comes to his new work from the pastorate of the 
Memorial Park Baptist Church in Caldwell, Idaho.

Department of Youth Work 


TO ASSOCIATION CHAIRMEN OF YOUTH WORK 


A recent check of our Philadelphia files 
shows approximately three hundred fifty 
people who are listed as Association Chair- 
men of Youth Work. When one realizes that 
these three hundred and fifty people are key 
individuals within the Associations and that 
they have contact with approximately five 
thousand local churches, one cannot discount 
the importance of this great team of Adult 
Workers with Youth. 


Very soon now you will be attending district 
training conferences at which time you will 
receive help on how to conduct the Cluster 
Training Conferences later this spring. At 
the District Training Conferences you will 
spend about an hour and a half in a group 
with other Association Chairmen of Youth 
Work, doing joint planning on how to achieve 
the goals listed in the Association Guide 
Book, The same Guide Book which* was used 
last year will be used this coming year, 
inasmuch as the goals are general enough 
that they are basic to all that we are doing 
in the field of youth wrk. There will be a 
separate sheet which will give helpful guid- 
ance on how to conduct the section on Youth 
Work in the Cluster Conferences. The major 
Piece of material, of course, will be a new 
booklet "This We Can Do in Youth Work" which 
will be distributed at the District Training 
Conferences. 


Please note that there will be free mater- 
ials available at the District Training Con- 
ferences for each Association Chairman to 
take home with him to bs distributed in the 
Cluster Training Conferences. Any piece of 
free material is expensive to produce and, 
therefore should be used correctly. Usually 
it is not good stewardship to distribute 
free material to every member of a local 
congregation. One or two pieces of the ma- 
terial in the hands of the right people will 
best serve the purpose for which the ma- 
terial was produced. We hope that the As- 
Sociation Chairmen will become the channels 
thru which this free material can reach the 
proper people in the local churches. Sup- 
plies of the material are being sent to all 
state and city Baptist offices, from which 
the Association Chairman may obtain it. 


The major purpose of the Cluster Training 


Sayatist Youth ‘Fellowshiya 


Conference will be again to train local 
church clerks and to provide them with pro- 
gram helps for the coming year. There will 
be a period of time from approximately 7:30 
until 9:10 when all of the local church 
chairmen of Youth Work will meet together 
under the guidance and direction of the 
Association Chairman. You are being de-~ 
pended upon to give the highest quality of 
leadership to the local church chairmen. 


All chairmen are urged to remember the date 
April 30, 1957, when the report of the work 
done in each Association is due to be sent 
to the State Chairman of Youth Work. At the 
District Conferences you will receive three 
copies of the Association report blank, one 
to be retained for your own files and two to 
be sent to the State Chairman. These re- 
ports, of course, will be compiled from 
local church reports which will be sent di- 
rectly to the Association Chairman from the 
local church chairman.

1957 NATIONAL ADULT TRAINING LABORATORY 


One of the newest and most timely pro- 
grams at the American Baptist Assembly next 
summer will be an Adult Training Laboratory 
for teachers and leaders of adults and young 
adults in Sunday church school classes, Sun- 
day evening fellowship groups, and Schools 
of Missions. This conference is scheduled 
for the period of August 24 to 31, 1957, and 
will be held inthe William Carey Abbey area. 


The purpose of this laboratory program is 
to provide adult teachers with opportunities 
to observe and to practice teaching skills 
under the guidance of national leaders in 
adult Christian education; to learn how to 
select anduse suitable curriculum resources; 
and to gain a better understanding of the 
various roles which adults play in group re- 
lations. “ 


We believe that many local church adult 
groups and boards of Christian education will 
be interested in sending teachers of classes, 
and of mission study courses, to this labora- 
tory training, possibly underwriting all or 
a portion of their expenses. 


It is hoped that an official delegate 
will be sent by all state (city) Committees 
on Christian Education (preferably the 
Chairman of Adult Work). Such an experience 
at Green Lake would prepare this person to 
give counsel and leadership in planning a 
laboratory school next year, or later, for 
teachers of adults in the area. A seminar 
is to be conducted each day for those who 
are delegated to inaugurate an adult labora- 
tory training program "back home." 


We commend this laboratory training pro- 
gram to local church and area leaders who 
are interested in improving the quality and 
effectiveness of all who teach adults and 
young adults in American Baptist churches.

HOW TO ORGANIZE YOUR 
STATE PROGRAM OF CAMPING 


There has been a variety of patterns in the 
organization of camping in states in our 
American Baptist Convention. This has been 
necessary because of the character of the 
Sponsoring agent, which is sometimes the 
State convention itself and at other times 
is a group of churches unrelated to the con- 
vention organization. In recent years state 
conventions have accepted the responsibility 
of camping, both as related to the develop- 
ment of campsites and the planning of camp 
program. With state conventions and city 
societies accepting the responsibility of 
camping, a common organizational pattern is 
emerging, based on the principle that camp- 
ing is an integral part of the total program 
of Christian education, and also based on 
the other principle that all phases of camp- 
ing are so closely related that it is haz- 
ardous to separate the functions by placing 
responsibility for them in different commit- 
tees or boards. 


This means, therefore, that the program of 
camping should be related to the Department 
of Christian Education, and that the Commit- 
tee on Christian Education must accept re- 
sponsibility for all phases of camping, i.e. 
selection and development of campsites, op- 
eration and maintenance of campsites, devel- 
opment of the program of camping, selection 
and training of leaders, development of a 
promotional program to recruit campers, and 
development of an adequate financial base 
for the camp program. 


Experience has shown us that when these 
functions are placed in separate committees, 
some of which may be unrelated to the Com- 
mittee on Christian Education, serious prob- 
lems arise and it is difficult to achieve 
the best in the camping program. Since the 
camp facility so greatly controls the camp 
program, it is essential that these func- 
tions be related to one committee. 


Therefore it is becoming a commonly accepted 
principle to place the full responsibility 
for camping. in the Committee on Christian 
Education. Since at present resident camp- 
ing is essentially an expression of the 
state conventions and city societies, most 
of the camping committees would be within 
these organizations. However, when an asso- 
ciation is operating a camp, they too will 
need a-camping committee.

Steps Toward Adequate Organization 


1. Organize a subcommittee of your Committee 

on Christian Education in your state con- 
vention or city society. Members on this 
subcommittee should include chairmen of 
children's work, youth work, adult work, and 
leadership education, but should also in- 
clude people outside your Committee on 
Christian Education who have interest in the 
camp and conference program. It would prob- 
ably be wise to select as chairman of this 
committee one who is thoroughly familiar 
with the camping field and who does not have 
the heavy responsibility of another chair- 
manship. 


2e Identify the areas of responsibility for 

the committee, namely: planning func- 
tion, managing function, financing function, 
publicity function, program function, and 
training function. See development of these 
functions below. 


3. It should be very clear that since camp- 

ing is in the Committee on Christian Edu- 
cation, that it is the direct administrative 
responsibility of the director of Christian 
education. The committee and any directors 
or business managers functioning for the 
committee will eventually wish to report to 
the Committee on Christian Education. 


4. Since the subcommittee on camping in the 

average state would have more than one 
campsite to plan for, it would not be possi- 
ble for this subcommittee to accept respon- 
sibility for the actual detailed operation 
of the camp itself. The subcommittee's 
function would be in the area of creative 
planning and basic policies, 


It will be necessary, therefore, when a4 
state or city is operating more than one 
camp, for the subcommittee to organize a 
board of managers with responsibility for 
the detailed operation of an individual 
camp. Again this means every phase of the 
camping program. In other words, the board 
of managers should have responsibility not 


only for the campsite itself but also for 


the camp program within the basic policies 
established by the subcommittee on camping. 
This will mean there will be a job analysis 
for the subcommittee that will deal with 
program, operation, maintenance, finance, 
public relations, leadership training, and 
other phases of camping ata creative and 
policy level. The subcommittee would be re- 
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sponsible, for example, for the selection of 
camp directors and for the indication of 
direction in camp program. 

The board of managers would be responsible 
for the following: 


Planning Function. 


a. The board shall make a careful survey 
of existing facilities and in the light of 
the best camping procedures develop a "mas- 


ter plan" for the development of the proper- 


ty. 

b. They shall be responsible for all de- 
tails connected with the construction, main- 
tenance, and equipment of buildings or other 
improvements. 


Managing Function. 


a. The board may, if necessary, hire a 
manager or provide a managing committee to 
supervise the maintenance work. 

b. This manager or committee would have 
the following duties: 

1) Supervising of all physical proper- 
ties. 
2) Hiring of all ground and commissary 
personnel. ~ 
3) Purchasing of food 
for adequate menus. 
Determining ground and meal fees 
and arranging for collection of 
same from each camp period. 
Providing of adequate medical aid 
through resident nurse and arrange- 
ment with community doctor.

6) Properly insuring camp. As a mini- 
mum this would include liability 
insurance and workman's compensa- 


tion for injury. 


ce. The board shall establish necessary 
rules for the use of the camp and give prop- 
er publicity to them. 


Financing Function 


a. It is understood that the board shall 
act as the finance committee of the camp. 
The board will prepare a budget and arrange 
for the collection of fees from the differ- 
ent camp periods, and plan any financial 
campaign necessary for the proper develop- 
ment of the camp. 


b. The board shall have the power to dis- 
burse all money raised by them or entrusted 
to them by the associations or the conven- 
tion to apply the same upon the item set 
forth in the budget, but the board shall 
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have no authority to create debts or bind 
the associations or convention without a 
special vote of these agencies. 


c. The board shall keep careful records 
of all financial transactions and shall make 
an annual report to the associations and to 
the Committee on Christian Education. 


Publicity Function 


a. The board shall have the responsibil- 
ity of acquainting the churches of the area 
with the camp, its needs, and its program. 


b. The board shall provide necessary de- 
scriptive material for the use of the state 
camping committee in its general publicity 
of state camps. 


Program Function 


a. The board shall have responsibility 
for the development of an adequate program 
staff. 


Before the first of January, the state (or 
city) camping committee shall appoint camp 
directors for each camp period. The board 
shall cooperate with each camp director in 
the development of a complete program staff. 
The program staff will include the camp di- 
rector, counselors, Bible teachers, camp 
pastor, and special program counselors such 
as worship, recreation, craft. 


be. The state camp committee shall be re- 
sponsible for all basic policies in program- 
ming. The board and the director of the 
camp shall be responsible for the details 
and for the administration of the program. 


c. The state camping committee shall de- 
termine the dates for each camp and shall 
have the authority to develop a schedule 
which will best serve the area. 

d. The board shall acquaint itself with 
the program for each camp period, and will 
seek to encourage a more adequate camping 
program and a deepening of spiritual fellow- 
ship among Baptists in the area. 


Training Function 


a. The state camp committee shall have 
responsibility for the development of gener- 
al procedures for training. They shall also 
have specific responsibility for advanced 
training of camp directors and managers. 


b. The board is responsible for counselor 
training and all in-camp training sessions. 


5. Both the board of managers of individual 
camps and the subcommittee on camping of 
the state convention or city society will 
need to be adequately represented. For ex- 
ample, each campsite within the area will 
want to have its board of managers repre- 
sented on the subcommittee on camping, and 
the subcommittee, of course, needs to have 
representation on the board of managers. 


6. The subcommittee will need to give some 

attention to the phases of its work and 
its own organization. Some committees will 
want to approach the problem as a committee 
of the whole and divide into temporary 
groupings to get actual jobs done. Other 
administrators will want to develop standing 
committees; for example, committees with re- 
sponsibility for training leaders, for de- 
velopment of camp program, for operation and 
maintenance. When this latter principle is 
followed, care should be taken to avoid the 
development of a possessive attitude which 
will make it appear that a particular phase 
"belongs" to a particular person. 


7. As the camping program has been develop- 
ing, a number of states are coming to 
the conclusion that the director of Chris- 
tian education needs help in accomplishing 
his total task. A number of states have al- 
ready added a director of camping and in 
some states, for example Southern California 
and New Jersey, this is his total function. 
In other areas the function is combined with 
youth work. ‘when this staff person is added 
it should be clearly established that he is 
functioning as a staff person in Christian 
education and is administratively responsi- 
ble to the director of Christian education. 


Care should be taken to see that all phases 
of denominational life related to the field 
of camping are adequately considered. Fre- 
quently there are staff persons having spe- 
cial interests within the life of the Con- 
vention which should be represented in the 
camping program, such as town and country 
work and evangelism. The subcommittee on 
camping will want to make every effort to 
see that the interests of these groups are 
integrated carefully into the plans of the 
subcommittee. This does not necessarily 
mean personal representation, but in some 
cases where there is great personal interest 
these people might be included in the sub- 
committee personnel. 


Great days are ahead of us in camping and it 
is important that we straighten out some of 
our administrative lines. If some of you

NATIONAL COUNCIL SPONSORS 
NATIONAL CAMP 


The seventh session of National Camp, spon- 
sored jointly by Outdoor Education Associa- 
tion and National Council of Churches, will 
be cooperatively directed this year by L. B.

Each camper will be 
encouraged to identify a particular problem 
in the field of camping, such as leadership 
education, or campsite development, or camp 
programming, and to specialize to some de- 
gree in that field while he is at National 


Camp. 


During the second two-week period there will 
be a five-day trailer trip for a limited 
group. The number will be limited to ten, 
so early indication of your interest should 
be given. 


Considerable interest is being shown in the 
National Camp training session this year, so 
reservations should be made at once.

Asa B. Harris, Jr.- W. Va. Attended 
the BYF State Executive Board meet- 
ing in Gassaway: December 7-8-9, The 
attendance was good and interest was 
high among the young people as they 
studied and made plans for their fu- 
ture activities.

Myrtle F. Auch =- WN. H. In several 
smaller churches where they have not 
been able to get adult classes going 
for lack of leadership (because all 
adults are needed for the children's 
classes) they are holding Sunday 
evening Family Fellowship periods 
once a month, and in such situations 
getting wider representation than 
would be possible in the morning 
session. 


Arthur Hyde - Wis. We have been ac- 
quiring new leadership education 
filmstrips and organizing what we 
have in such a way that they may be 
useful. We now have about 40 on the 
children, youth, and adult levels 
that we can make available to 
churches. 


Ben G. Field - N. Calif. Perhaps the 
most significant experience of the 
month was ina Five Day Program at 
the Foothills Baptist Church. This 
is a new church not more than three 
years old and yet this church has 
grown to the point where its leader- 
ship was thoroughly capable in the 
preparation and participation of the 
Five Day Program. It especially pro- 
vided an opportunity of study in al- 
location of space in the new educa- 
tional plant. This seems to me to be 
one of the significant features of 
the Five Day Program in that it is a 
democratic approach to allocation 
and space in new buildings--the peo- 
ple themselves have an opportunity 
to evaluate and share in the alloca- 
tion. It was the first time the 
Five Day Program has been tested in 
a new church and has proven its sig- 
nificance even’ though  maturer 
churches may take greater advantage 
of the program. 
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
